diana and southern Illinois. 
In addition to a complaint which, as 
it result of the coiif«*rence is to In 
filed formally with th»* commission, it 
is probable that th«» attorney general 
will he urged to institute ¡-¡os« r a t i o n s 
a g a i n s t officials of tie* coal-carrying 
roads in Indiana and Illinois for al­ 
l e g e d violation of th. 
Sherman anti 
trust act. 
Present at th** conference 
were Judge Wood of th** Indiana com­ 
mission: John Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers of America; 
W. 
D. 
Ryan, secretary of tho Illinois miners’ 
organization, and several mine o p e r ­ 
ators. 
It has been announced by the coal- 
carrying railroads, operating between 
southern Indiana, Chicago and th«* 
Northwest, that an advance of about 
10 cents per ton will be mad«* in the* 
freight rates on coal. 
This advance, 
it is asserted, w ill affect seriously both 
the operators and the mini rs. 
The 
operators are under contract to sup­ 
ply coal in large quantities at a stip­ 
ulated price, out of which they have 
to pay tin* freight eharg**s. 
If the in­ 
crease should go into effect during 
the life of these contracts, the oper­ 
ators say they would he forced either 
to lose money or reduce wages. 
The 
miners an* working under a scale 
which yet has about a year to run. 
Tli«* operators say the increase in 
rates has been mad* to apply to coal 
from all mines except along tho lines 
of the Big Four railroad, where the 
increase is but 5 cents per ton. 
This 
the operators allege is a discrimina­ 
tion. 
The mine operators and miners’ of­ 
ficials desire to eonf« r with the com­ 
mission respecting the character of 
the complaint to be brought before th«* 
commission by the railroad commis­ 
sion of Indiana. 
Chairman Knapp of 
the commission was unable to devote 
much time personally to the confer­ 
ence, as he was engaged in hearing 
another case. 
Commissioners Proutv, 
Lane and Harlan, however, discussed 
the matter with the delegation, 
it 
was decided that as tin* matter in­ 
volved int«*rstate commerce, the com­ 
mission had ample authority to enter­ 
tain a formal complaint which will he 
filed soon. 
In addition tin* delegation 
will ask Attorney General Bonaparte 
to initiate action against certain rail­ 
roads for a violation of the anti-trust 
law.

Appropriation Bill. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 16.—Gov­ 
ernor Hanly lias made strong objec­ 
tion to th«* appropriations made for 
the appointment of deputies to super­ 
vise the banking, securities and insur­ 
ance d« partment of the auditor of 
state’s office. 
These appropriations 
would amount to about $8,000 annual­ 
ly, hut Auditor Billheimer said today 
that they are necessary to the carry­ 
ing out of the laws under which his 
department is conducted. 
The gover­ 
nor, however, Is insisting that Blllhet- 
mer agree to a cut in the appropria­ 
tion on the ground that th«* new depu- 
ties are not ne«*ded since the insur­ 
ant’«* bill failed of passage. 
Auditor 
Billheimer said today, however, that 
he propo8«*s to stand pat. “I will not 
consent to the appropriations for my 
office being cut,” said he. “When they 
were put in th«* general appropriations 
hill I had an understanding with the 
members of the two committees in 
charge <>f it that the money should be 
appropriated wh thor or not the in­ 
surance bill became a law. 
The extra 
money is needed to conduct this de­ 
part nun t, and I won’t stand for any 
cut.” Governor Hanly returned to his 
office today and there will be a con- 
ference this afternoon between him 
and l**ad«*rH of his party, who will 
make a final appeal to him to sign the 
bill. 


Tli«- state board of tax commission- 
«*rs will hold their first session under 
the new law, April L They will con­ 
tinue th«*ir meetings until about the 
first of September. The governor will 
not be a member of the board, as he 
was relieved from service. 
It is un- 
derstood that h«> will reappoint John 
Wingate, present Republican member 
of the board, whose term expires with­ 
in a f* w days.
